THE REAL CASUS BELLI. 


It {s stated in a recent issue of Tha Scotsman 
that Viscount Aoki, Japanese Minister at the 
Court of St, James, wes interviewed by = 
representative of Reuter'’s Agency oo the qth 
ultiho and defined the real causes of the present 
rupture in the following manner :-—~ ie 

“The present conflict,” satd his Excellency, 
"Ia one batween progress, as represented by 
‘Japan, and reactionary conservatism, as repre- 
tented by China; and Japan will not shrink 
from falGiling ber duty, regardless of any 
obstacles that China may be’ attempting to 
throw in her way, The posttion of affairs is 
slmply this: My Government proposed to the 
Chinese Government to jointly Introduce reforms 
iu Korean administration, The Korean Govern- 
ment fs unable to keep ordcr In the kingdom, 
and in every respzct 9 exceedingly weak. jean 
therefore proposed to Colona a reorganisation of 
the admiolstration; but the Chinese Government 
bas rejected our proposal for folot reforms, on 
the ground that China {s the surtrain of Korea, 
This Japan cannot recognise, because the King 
of Korea has entered into. international treaties 
with Jepan and the Western Powers without the 
assent or interference of China—a fact which of 
itself furnishes evidence of the Independence of 
Korea according to international law," 

“The. Mikado’s troops," contioued bis 
Excellercy, “ were sent first to suppress arising; 
but were afterwards -reloforced BP conrequence 
of similar action on the part of China, Oulte 
apart from the question of the reforms of the 
Korean Government thry were ia every way to 
respec! and safeguard Japanese interests in 
Koren, and will undoubtedly rtrongly protect 
the fategrity of -he kingdom. Ass #s our main 
object Negotiations,” said the M{oliter in 
conclusion, “are still proceeding between the 
two Governments; but Jo euy event Japan te 
determined to insist upon the much-needed 
reform of the Korean administra'fon.”

It seems to 
extot at all seaccrs of the year, and especially In 
the spring months. 


Thave, so far, ren but few cases of typhoid 
fever In Seoul, as far thls disease the people seem 
to prefer the treatment, soch as it Is, of Korean: 
doctors, ‘Two cats occurred among the French 
mission, one cf which was (atal, One was trace- 
able to the ure of contaminated water. 


A constderable namter of cases of leprosy 
come for treatment at the hospital, Most of 
there ara from distant country villages, and it 
would seem that {n come places ia Koroa the
